GENTLEMEN : t 
a In compliance with the provisions of law governing 
this office, I have the honor herewith to submit my report of the 
financial condition of the Treasury Department of the Territory 


of Kansas for the last fiscal year ending December 91st, A. 
D. 1859. 

The law contemplates that the first Monduy of December shall 
be the close of each fiscal year, but I have closed this report with 
the last day in the calender, believing it to be the most appropriate, 
as the Legislative Assembly convenes about this time, and it will 
thus enable them to understand the condition of the Territorial 
Revenue at the commencement of each new year. Upon reference 

“to Hxarprr “A” will be found a statement of the condition of 
the Revenue and.amount of Expenditures of the Territory ending 
December 31st, 1859. Upon examination of this Exhibit will be 
found that the liabilities over and above all resources (reported ) 
are $32,117.86 ; this amount, $32,117.86, would be consider- 
ably reduced if all the counties had reported the assessments for 
the year 1858. The counties of Brown, Shawnee, Pottawattomie, 
Riley and others have not reported to this office the amount of 
assessments for the year 1858, although taxes have been collected 
in those counties, and in some cases (Brown and Riley) have 
paid Revenues into the Treasury for 1898. You willalso bear in 
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«mind that owing to the failure of the last Legislature to provide 
fot a Territorial Tax for 1839, no assessment is stated in Exhibit 
‘¢ A” which would have properly come in this account, and would 
have shown the resources of the Territory over and above all 
liabilities some Twenty Thousand Dollars.

It is certainly very desirable that the fiscal affairs ofthe Terri- 
tory should be concisely and clearly stated by the Auditor, who is 
the chief accountant, so that your Honorable body could perfectly 
understand and provide all remedies and amendments to the 
Revenue law that might be necessary. | 

The ExhiLit shows many of the counties in arrears. - It seems 
impossible to arrive at à proper understanding of the accounts by 


correspondence, and there are no funds placed at the disposal of 
a 
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of the Auditor to pay for printed circulars of instructions—to 
employ attorneys to bring suits against the delinquent collectors 
in behalf of the Territory, or to enable him to visit in person the 
several connties in arrears, for it is only by some such means that 
an equitable adjustment can be madb, particularly if counties 
persist in withholding their proper returns. No want of county 
organization can be alleged as an excuse for the failure of county 
officers to perform their duties prescribed by law, as every member 
of your Honorable body received a cer tificate of election from the 
County Board of Canvassers. ~ 

It would have been supposed that the damages to. be charged 
to delinquent collectors would have been sufficient inducement to 
secure prompt payment on the part of collectors of Revenue, but 
up to this time they have failed to discharge their duties toward 
the Territory in such manner that the Auditor is unable to state 
the accounts with the counties as clearly and fully as he would 
Rai Inmyreport to the F Legislative Assembly of 1859, I took. 


occasion to say that uo steps were being taken to collect these 
Taxes.

toward paying the old debts of the Territory (1856 and 1257 ); and, 
however unwarranted and unjust this provision may be regarded, 
common consistency would require provisions being made for the 
specay colleetion of the old (1856 and 1857) Taxes. 

I believe the Legislature paid no attention to this recommen- 
dation ; and, with the exception of one or two counties, there has 
not been any effort made to collectthese Taxes, as you will per- 
ceive a part of the Taxes of 1858 are still due and unpaid. Many 
of the counties have not reported the assessment of 1858 at all, 
and the Auditor has no means of knowing what amount to charge 
them or what is still due; thus, the counties of Brown and Riley, 
as before referred to, have paid in some Revenue of 1858, but 
are nol yet charged xi tae amount due the Territory, bedause 
of the failure of "the County Clerk to send to this office the as&ess- 
ment returns. The county of Shawnee has not reported to this 
office any assessment for 1868 and 1859, yet Territorial Taxes 
have been collected in that county nearly a year ago.  Potia- 
wattomie and Franklin Counties are about in the same condition.. 
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The policy of extending the time for the collection of Taxes in 
some counties, or in a manner relieving them from the responsi- 
bility imposed upon them by law, certainly tends to make them still 
more neglectful and regardless of their imperative duty ; and for 
this, and for other considerations, an inauguration of such a policy 
is deemed injudicious, unwise and unsatisfactory. The people of 
Kansas are willing to pay the just and necessary expenses of the 
Territorial Government when they are all taxed and required to 
pay equally alike. 
EXHIBIT E. . 

Under this head is shown the actual indebtedness of Kansas’ Territory on all 


accounts, including Warrzats outstanding, sundry accounts audited, for which 
no appropriations have been made, to be $60,131.11. 


Tt will be seen from this Exhibit that the Territorial debt has 
been increased during the year 1859 $36,727..9. Example: 
Territorial debt January 1st, 1859, $23,704.68 ; deducted from 
debt January Ist, 1860, which is $6),431.17, leaves $36,121.09. 
This increase of debt can very readily be understood by an exam- 
ination of Exhibit “A,” showing that the Legislative expenses of 
1858; the Leavenworth Constitutional Convention expenses in 
1858 ; the expeuses of the Board of Commissioners to investigate 
election frauds in 1857 and 1858, and sundry other accounts of 
1858, haye all been audited during the year 1859. 


EXHIBIT F. 
Showing the amount of appropriations made by law for sundry objects for the 
gear 1859, amounts paid in pursuance of the same, and balance unexpended, 


You will see from an examination that I have not exceeded the 
appropriation in any one case. 

The expenses of the Legislative Assembly of 1859 exceeded 
the appropriation (which was $5,000.00) $5,800.00. I have 
refused to audit the same until further legislation. The expense 
of the Wyandott Constitution will exceed the appropriation about 
$15,000.00 ; this will include sundry accounts, such as printing 
proclamations relative to vote on the Constitution, the election 
under the same for State officers, &c. These deficiencies can be 
supplied by such legislation as you in your assembled wisdom may 
think proper to enact.

Shows such appropriations made previous to the year of 1859, upon which a 
balance still remas unexpended, and amounts paid «pon the same.

EXHIBIT H. 
Shows the valuation of taxable property in each County, as reported to the Board 
of Equalization by the Clerks of the Boards of Supervisors for the year 1859 ; 
total amount, $8,710,680.45. 


Upon examination of this Exhibit it will be found that only 
eleven out of thirty counties have reported the assessment of 1859. 
The aggregate amount of taxable property in the nineteen coun- 
ties not yet reported, upon a comparative estimate, would amount 
to at least $6,500,000.00, making in all'about $15,000,000.00. 
This is the only basis for taxation I can present, as the Exhibit 
shows, the Clerks of Boards of Supervisors have failed to report 


-the abstract of assessments for their respective counties, as re- 


quired by law (see Statutes of 1858, Chap. 66, Sec. 35.) Neither 
can I report to you anything like a correct éstimate of the proba- 
ble expenses of the Territorial Government for the ensuing year, 
as you are well aware this will much depend upon your legislation, 
and therefore cannot be foreseen or estimated by the Auditor.

EXHIBIT I. 
Showing sundry Accounts filed im the Auditor’s Office, against the Territory of 
Kansas, for which there are no appropriations. 


The claimants will give you all the information that you may 
desire in regard to these accounts. You will notice, in these 
accounts, the claim of Frank W. Roberts, for two large iron 
safes, furnished for the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s Offices. These 
safes were delivered in Lecompton for $1,988.00. They are 
regarded as the best and most reliable safes known in this coun- 

try, and are admirably adaptedgfor the purposes for which they 
were intended. It is needless, here, to say how much such safes 
were needed by the Fiscal Officers of the Territory; the loss and 
damage that might occur to the Territory by fire, without these 
safes, would be more than the cost of a dozen such safes. They 
are very large, and will be amply sufficient for the Territorial or 
State Officers for many years. 

You will also find, in this Exhibit, the accounts of the several 
Clerks of the United States District Courts, for fee bills in crim- 
inal cases, where the costs were adjudged against the Territory of 
Kansas, as appears by the fee bills issued 1n such cases, accord- 
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ing to the provisions of ** An Act concerning costs,? Art. 2d, in the 
Kansas Statutes of 1855. Said costs adjudged against the Terri- 
tory according to the provisions of sections 1 and 9, page 201 ; also 
sections 5, 8, and 9, page 202, and section 11, page 203 of the 
Statutes of 1855. Said fee bills were issued in accordance with 
the provisions of section 20, page 204, same Statutes, and were 
examined by the Judge and Prosecuting Attorney of said Court, 
according to provisions of sectigft 21, page 204 of the same 
. Statutes. Said original fee bills were filed in the Clerks Office 
- of said Court, and copies thereof certified to the Auditor of 
Pablic Accounts for payment, aecorüing to the provisions of sec- 
tion 22, pages 204 and 205, same Statutes.

tory, in such sums as may be reqnired for the amount therein named, 
in favor of the party to whom such Award has been made, or to 
hi» order, and deliver the same on demand.? In accordance 
with that section, defining my duties, I have issued Warrants 
upou the Treasurer, the following being a copy:

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No provision will be found in the ‘‘ Act Supplementary to 
An Act, entitled ‘An Act to provide for the payment of Claims," ^ 
affecting, or repealing, the duties of the Auditor, as defined in . 
section 11, chapter Z1, of ** An Act to provide for the Adjust- 
ment and Payment of Claims.” The+Sapplementary Act pur- 
ports to be supplementary to a different act, ( which never becomea 
law,) and it is doubtfulif it can he construed in connection with ' 
the Act for the Adjustment and Payment of Claims. But if it 
should be so construed, it does not change or alter the duties of the 
Auditor. But, however, before issuing the Claim Warrants, I 
consulted Hon. Wilson Shannon, one of the most eminent and 
distinguished jurists in the country, who gave me‘his written 
opinion at length, fully sustaining the issue of Warrants, m 
accordance with the eleventh section of the Act to provide for 
Adjustment and Payment of Claims. From his known ability 
and long experience in Pubhe efairs I felt no donbt as to the cor- 
rectness of his construction of the law. I also have the opinion 
of other able lawyers, sustaining the same view. I therefore 
accordingly issued the Warrants in accordance with the law. 

The foregoing Exhibits are all that I deem necessary to give a 
full and explicit statement of the financial condition of the Terri- 
tory. ] 

Defore closing the Report, L beg leave to call your attention 
to some facts in relation to the collection of the “ Revenue." 
Several of the Counties have taken the position that they (the 
County Board of Supervisors) have the power to remit the Ter- 
ritorial Taxes, on account of illegal assessments, without sup- 
plying the deficit thus created. Tho County Board of Johnson 
County have authorized the County Treasurer to withhold in his 
hands two hundred dollars of the Termtorial Tax, to be refunded 
to persons having paid a double or erroneous tax. Lykins County 
relinquished the Territorial Tax on account of irregular assess- 
ments. These Counties have not taken any steps to supply the 
deficit thus occasioned. Some Counties have returned a delin-^ 
quent list for the Territorial Tax. I know of no law authorizing 
the County Boards to remit Territorial Taxes, or allow a delin- 
quent list to County Treasurers on settlement. The law con- 
templates that the whole amount of the Territorial Taxes shall 
be paid, although it may create a deficit in the Town or County 
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funds. There is no provision of law authorizing the Auditor to 
credit the Counties with delinquent lists. The law (see Chap. 16, 
Sec. 8, Statutes 1859) provides that Territorial Warrantns, issued 
after the first of December, 1857, shall be received in payment 
of taxes, and further provides that only so much Territorial 
Taxes as shall have been actually collected shall be paid by Town 
Treasurers to County Treasurers, and by them to the ‘Territorial 
Treasurer.” ‘This provision is in direct confliction with the 
spirit and letter of the general Tax Law. It is obviously a 
mistake on the part of the last Legislature. They doubtles 
collected ‘only so much Territorial Warrants (instead of 
taxes) as shall have been actually collected, shall be paid by 
= Town Treasurers to County Treasurers, and by them to the 
Territorial Treasurer,” for otherwise it will conflict with Sec. 
65, chapter 66, Statutes 1858, which provides, that in every 

d case the Township Treasurer shall pay over the fu// amount of 
Terriorial Tax, though it may occasion a deficiency in the 
Township Taxes.’ Section TT, chapter 66, requires that ** the 
County Treasurer shall first retain the amount of Territorial 
Taxes, which shall have been collected and paid over to him be- — 
fore paying out any money to the County or for other purposes.” 
Section 81 provides that ‘‘on the second Monday of February, 
in each year, the County Treasurer shall pay over the whole 
amount of Territorial taxes charged to their respective Coun- 
ties." There is no relief provided for the Territory if the 
County Treasurers are allowed to return a Territorial delinquent 
list. Under the law, the Counties are to assume all delinquen- 
cies, and provide for them. Section 109, chapter 66, Statutes 
1858, provides that **if, on account of erroneous “assessment, 
tax cannot be collected, the Board of Supervisors shall raise the 
said tax, or so much thereof as would have belonged to County 
and State (Territory) upon the proper Town or Ward.” The 
Counties have other means of security—the purchase of tax title. 
Another provision of the law provides that Townships shall be 
responsible for the action of Township Officers ; County, likewise, 
responsible for tne actions of County Officers. Warrant hold- 
ers have frequently applied to me, during the last year, for relief 
in certain cases, viz:—loss of Warrants upon the Territorial 
Treasurer; also, for re-issues of Warrants in smaller sums. In 
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regard to the loss of Warrants by fire or otherwise, I leave it to 
your consideration, but to re-issue Warrants in smaller sums, by 
surrender of the original Warrant, would certainly be complica- 
ting and impracticable, as the law provides: The Auditor shall . 
certify to the Treasurer whenever he, issues a Warrant of the 
Treasurer, and also keep a record of the same, name of the 
payee, date, amount, and number. Application has frequently 
been made at this office, by persons who formed a part of the 
posse of the United States Marshal to suppress disturbances in 
the Southern part of Kansas; A Memorial to the General 
Government, by your Honorable Body, would doubtless secure 
full payment for their prompt and patriotic services, and also pay- 
ment for the supplies furnished by the citizens to the posse. I 
would also call your attention to the claim for services of the 
t Linn County Volunteers," commanded by the late Captain A. 
J. Weaver, in suppressing disturbances in Bourbon and Linn 
Counties. Hon. J. W. Denver, who had called this company into 
active service, afterwards applied at Washington, and used every 
means to secure payment from the General Government, but failed, 
and they have no hope but from allowance by the Territory. 
The lamented end of Capt. A. J. Weaver is well known to the 
country. He was a gallant soldier and a patriotic citizen, who 
fell, unhappily as it was, in the service of the Territory, defend- 
ing the law, and supporting the constituted authorities. He 
contributed all his time, his talents, and money, towards restoring 
peace and security to the land, and in reference to this claim, I 
will take occasion to repeat my recommendation made to the last 
Legislature, who failed to make any provision in regard it. For 
the purpose -of suppressing disturbances in Bourbon and Linn 
Counties, Governor J. W. Denver called into active service an 
organized company of Volunteers, commanded by Capt. A. J. 
Weaver, whose duty it was made to suppress disturbances, pre- 
vent marauding, maintain order, and support the constituted 
authorities in the execution of the laws, the compensation of 
the said Volunteer Company, according to Gov. J. W. Denver’s 
instructions, should be the same as allowed United States soldiers 
for similar service. 


When it was believed that peace and good order had been re- 
stored, (which was not the case, as he was again called into the 
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field) the company was disbanded, and the C aptam on behalf of 
said Company applied to this Office for the pay of their services. 
The Appropriation made for this purpose (see chapter 2nd, See. 
1 Statutes, 1858,) is insuficient, and I only issued Warrants 
(amounting to $1,431.60 cents, See. Exhibit No. 1,) for a part 
of their subsistance account, The whole debt will be about Ten 
Thousand Dollars, and as this Company has shown a public and 
self-sacrisicing spirit, enduring privations, incurring private losses, 
for the purpose of preserving the peace, protecting the lives and 
property of peaceable Citizens of the Territory from the ravages 
of murderers, robbers and outlaws, it is due to them—it ís due to 
the dignity and credit of the Temitory, that liberal provisions

the Bills for allowance, to cach Legislature, bat have notvecelyed 
any appropriation, 

My claim against the Territcry, for services as Commissioner 
to Audit claims 1857, Freight on Library, Express charges on 
Boxes of Books, sent by the Department of State; Contingent 
expenses, Such as postage, stationery, fuel xe, Incluling the 
incidental expenses, during lasi-year, amounts to Seven ilmdred 
Doliars. The law provides that (5; See. 13, chapter 12, Stat- 
utes 1859,) All Looks, ma 0$, Stationery, furniture, fuel and 
other necessaries for the use of the Auditor’s Vinee, are to be 
furnished at the expense of the Rerritory. I iherorore respect- 
fully ask an appropriation for the same. ; 

The law provides that the Auditor shall have $800.00 in 
Works antl fees for his services per amum. I would respect- 
fully recommend a change, the Auditor should receive a sufficient 
stipulated salary ($1,£08.00,) and have no fees, this change 
would be satisfactory to all persons having business with the 
Office. It seems inconsistant with justice that a Legislature who 
allowed Clerks of their body six and sein hundred dollars for 
p% day's work, could he so illiberal as to have reduced the 


* 
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Auditor’s Salary, from fifteen hundred to eight hundred dollars, 
butsuch was the case. There is certainly much propriety for 
the increase of the Aunditor’s salary. 

The duties of the Auditor’s Office are by no means insigniiicant, 
but on the contrary, are increasing in importance, and are be- 
coming every year more laborious and intricate. During the 
past year, I have devoted my whole time and energies in the 
discharge of my Official duties, of a detailed statement is now 
before you, and you can judge if I have performed the duties 
faithfully and satisfactorily, -and wil leave the matter to your 
consideration and sense of justice. I would however, say, that 
I have been necessitated to employ Clerks to assist me in the 
office, and have paid them out of my own pocket. 

Tn conclusion, I would beg leave to assure your Honorable Body 
that if the condition of the Reyenue. as stated in this Report, -is 
not clearly understood, it would afford mo pleasure to give such 
additional information or explanations.as may be desired. And 
I will cordially co-operate to carry out any course of policy, that 
may be deemed wise and expedient to insure a just and frugal 
administration of the seal aifairs of the Territory. All of which
